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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's amendment filed March 20, 2006, which amends claims 1 and 8 
and adds claims 27-30, has been entered. Claims 1-14 and 27-30 are currently 
pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-9, with respect to the rejection of claims 
1-14 under 35 U.S.C 102(b), or in the alternative under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-14 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 and 27-30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a 
reasonable search of the prior art did not find a silicon-on-insulator structure 
comprising an active device region, a bull< region, and a decoupling capacitor with 
capacitive fingers extending into the bulk region, wherein the decoupling capacitor 
is outside the active region. 

Assaderaghi et al. '907, Adkisson et al. '913, Chittipeddi et al. '381, 
Divakauni et al. '322, Christensen et al. '654 and Chakravorty et al. '483 disclose 
decoupling capacitors including capacitive fingers extending into a bulk region, but 
the decoupling capacitor is within the active region. 

Li et al. '365 and Davari et al. '122 disclose decoupling capacitors, but the 
capacitor does not include capacitive fingers and is within the active region. 
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Any comnnents considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
